e To date, six of the unions repre- 
senting employes affected by the 
merger of the Pacific Electric with 
the parent Southern Pacific have 
signed agreements with SP. They 
are: the Brotherhood of Mainte- 
nance of Way Employes, the Bro- 
therhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
the Order of Railway Conductors, 
the Shopcraft System Federation 
(representing seven crafts), the 
American Railway Supervisors 
Association and the Railway Pa- 
trolmen’s International Union. All 
of the agreements provide for the 


protection of employe earnings 
and benefits and call for Company 
assistance with relocation ex- 
penses where applicable. Not a 
single employe represented by 
these unions has lost his employ- 
ment. 

The SP-PE merger, authority 
for which was granted by the 
LC.C. on August 13, 1965, is ex- 
pected to increase opportunities 
for employment, because it makes 
possible service improvements 
that will better the Company’s 
competitive position. 

The former SP subsidiary oper- 
ated approximately 300 miles of 
track in the Los Angeles area and 
employed about 1,200 people. 


@ Millions of lemons are riding 
the rails in high style these days. 
SP forces at Los Angeles have 
modified 30 composite wood and 
steel drop-bottom gondola cars by 
extending the sides four feet to 
raise the capacity of the cars by 80 
per cent. (One of these cars is pic- 
tured at left.) Car interiors were 
lined with plywood and the me- 
chanical parts also got a going- 
over during the modification proc- 
ess. The bulk lemon shipments 
move from Yuma, Ariz., to 
Corona, Calif., where they are 
processed for juice. 


@ Reliability of modern railroad: - 
service has enabled many large 
companies to operate with mini- © 
mum inventories. However, it is 
vital that these companies know 
exactly where a shipment is and 
when it will arrive. 

To provide this information on 
a current basis, SP now teletypes 
daily car reports to firms whose 
owned or assigned cars are on our 


lines, so that they can, in turn, 
inform their customers. For cars 
on the Pacific Lines, this data is 
produced by computer, and the 
reports will be computer-processed 
for the entire railroad, including 
the Cotton Belt and the North- 
western Pacific by October of this 
year. 

The reporting system, known as 
the CARLOC program (Commu- 
nications Assembled Reporting 
Location of Cars), was originally 
scheduled to go into operation at 
a later date, but because of the 
value of this service to SP custo- 
mers, it is being made available on 
a systemwide basis by fall. 


e Now under construction at 
Santa Clara, Calif., isa new 4,000- 
square-foot prefabricated air-con- 
ditioned steel building which will 
house yard and freight office forces 
as well as the terminal agent, gen- 
eral yardmaster, trainmaster and 
crew dispatchers. The building, 
scheduled for completion by early 
summer, will also provide space for 
the installation of TOPS (Total 
Operations Processing System) 
equipment.

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Freight Loss and Damage 


Dollars Down the Brain! 


SP goes all-out to battle the causes of loss 


and damage, but ultimately 
who move freight to produce 


April, 1966, will mark the 30th 
annual observance of Perfect Ship- 
ping Month — a joint effort by SP 
and other carriers aimed at elimi- 
nating the causes of freight loss 
and damage. 

Tn connection with this observ- 
ance, W. D. Lamprecht, vice presi- 
dent-system operations, has called 
on operating employes to renew 
their efforts in the Company’s all- 
out war against loss and damage. 

Pointing out that FL&D claims 
cost U, §, Railroads about $150 
million last year, Lamprecht 
called this huge sum “a major drag 
on our industry’s ability to step 
out ahead of the tough competi- 
tion facing us for every ton of 
freight.” 

SP’s own claim bill came to 
more than $1 million a month 
in 1965, the largest payout in the 
Company’s history, he pointed 
out. For every $100 of gross 
freight revenue earned, $1.70 was 
paid out to settle claims. 


i’s up to the men 
“Perfect Shipping” 


While the Company’s loss and 
damage record was better than 
that of most other railroads carry- 
ing the same general type and vel- 
ume of traffic, the SP vice 
president said, “We nevertheless 
poured nearly $12.7 million down 
a rat hole and suffered an. even 
more costly loss of customer good 
will in the process.” 

SP is making every conceivable 
effort to combat the damage prob- 
lem with multi-million dollar ex- 
penditures for new equipment and 
facilities, Lamprecht pointed out. 
“We now have the largest cushion- 
underframe fleet of any U.S. rail- 
road, and many of these cars are 
equipped with interior load pro- 
tection devices. All of our newer 
cars have roller bearings, and we 
have installed an extensive net- 
work of hot box detectors along 
our right-of-way. 

“We have built better yards, 
improved our roadbed and track, 
installed hundreds of miles of CTC 


and microwave, designed one-spot 
car repair shops and provided bet- 
ter maintenance facilities for our 
diesel fleet. 

“Our specialists work with ship- 
pers to improve loading and pack- 
aging methods, and we are using 
impact recorders and data process- 
ing equipment to study freight 
handling and pinpoint areas that 
need improvement. 

We are also experimenting 
with ways to combat specific dam- 
age problems. 

“But beyond all these efforts,” 
Lamprecht says, “‘there is still the 
human factor. Studies have shown 
that rough handling continues to 
be the number one cause of all loss 
and damage claims. This is why— 
even though we have the finest 
plant and equipment available — 
the quality of our service depends 
ultimately on the cooperation and 
skill of the Southern Pacific peo- 
ple who handle and move freight. 

“In the final analysis, Perfect 
Shipping is up to them.”* 


Nearly $500,000! 


Final Fund Figures 


“We gave nearly half a million 
dollars,” says Richard Futrell of 
San Francisco, head contract 
clerk, Law Department, and co- 
ordinator for the 1965 united 
fund drives held in communities 
throughout the system. 

Employes of SP and its affili- 
ates, responding generously to the 
need of others, contributed a total 
of $427,537, final figures disclose. 

Typical of the spirit demon- 
strated by SP men and women 
everywhere were the employes in 
the Bay Area.

© At this time of the year, most 
of us are well aware of the big bite 
Uncle Sam takes out of both indi- 
vidual and corporate earnings. 
During fiscal 1965-66, SP and its 
subsidiaries will pay over $26 mil- 
lion in federal income taxes, and 
about $35 million in other federal 
taxes (including taxes for Rail- 
road Retirement and Unemploy- 
ment Insurance). In addition, it 
will pay a variety of state, county 
and local taxes, bringing its total 
tax bill to more than $100 million. 
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That amount of money in one- 
dollar bills laid end-to-end would 
stretch more than 9400 miles.

Car Designer Retires 


C. C. Leriche, engineer of car 
design and construction at San 
Francisco, has retired from the 
Mechanical Department after 49 
years of service. 

Succeeding him, effective 
March 1, is W. E. Thomford, 
whose new title will be manager 
of design engineering. 

A highlight of Leriche’s busy 
career occurred in 1962 when he 
was loaned to the Association of 
American Railroads at Chicago 
and appointed chairman of a 
special task force to formulate 
specifications for the design, 
fabrication and construction of 
freight cars. These specifications 
were adopted by AAR letter 
ballot in 1964 and are manda- 
tory for construction of all 
freight cars. 

Among his other achievements 
were designs for the first two-way 
snow flangers, the first bay win- 
dow caboose, the first wood chip 
gondola, the first 70-ton and 
first 100-ton box cars. 

Thomford, assistant engineer of 
car design and construction since 
July, 1965, started in the Me- 
chanical Department as a drafts- 
man at San Francisco in 1951. 
In 1964, he was awarded the 
Franklin Institute’s George R. 
Henderson medal for his part in 
the development of the Hydra- 
Cushion Car.

T HIRTY-ONE tall white tanks 
surround the small office 
building that is headquarters for 
A. W. (Bill) Bricker. 

Bill is manager of the South- 
ern Pacific Pipe Lines terminal 
serving the Reno-Sparks area of 
Nevada. A friendly, easy-going 
ex-Texan, he is a veteran of over 
30 years of experience in the pipe- 
line business. He is also a con- 
firmed “booster” of his adopted 
state. 

The SPPL terminal receives, 
stores, and distributes gasoline 
and a variety of other petroleum 
products, including fuels for jet 
aircraft and diesel locomotives. 
These products are piped to it 
over SPPL’s 247-mile line which 
crosses the Sierra and connects 
with refineries and oil storage ter- 
minals in the San Francisco Bay 
Area. 

“Most of the products leave 
here by tank truck,” Bricker ex- 
plains. “That includes gasoline 
for nearly all of the stations in 
Nevada. We pump jet fuel for 
military aircraft over our own 
S line to Fallon Naval Air Station, 
ie and we also pipe fuel directly to 
H SP’s locomotive servicing facility 
at Sparks.” 

The SPPL line into Nevada, 
completed in 1958, immediately 
reduced costs to wholesale gaso- 
line distributors, and they — in 
turn — passed on the savings to 
consumers, lowering the price of 
gasoline by about 1¢ per gallon. 
Since then, the SPPL terminal’s 
business has increased steadily. 
Its storage capacity has grown 
from 19 to 31 tanks, and its 
monthly turnover from about 
150,000 to nearly half a million 
barrels. 


Bill and his crew of nine op- 
erate the terminal around-the- 
clock, seven days a week, They 
keep precise records of every bar- 
rel of fuel put into and taken out 
of the system, and they separate

the various products received 
through the pipeline into appro- 
priate tanks. They also keep the 
office and tank farm immaculate, 
and — when necessary — correct 
trouble along the pipeline itself. 


Potential trouble includes rec- 
tifier failures and (rarely) leaks. 
Electrolysis —- interaction be- 
tween the metal of the pipeline 
and surrounding soils, minerals 
or other pipelines — causes cor- 
rosion, unless this process is neu- 
tralized by rectifiers located at 
frequent intervals along the line. 
Attached to each SPPL rectifier 
is a rotating, eight-sided orange 
and black cone, visible from the 
air. The pilot who patrols the 
line reports any that are not ro- 
tating and also any tell-tale oil 
stains that may indicate leaks. 


Since much of the pipeline is 
on SP right-of-way, train crews 
and other railroaders are also ex- 
tremely helpful in reporting any 
indications of trouble they see. 


Bill and his associates some- 
times have to snowshoe over 
drifts to reach the line in moun- 
tain areas. At points where the 


snowfall is heaviest, the valve 
wheels for turning off the flow 
in the line are located 32 fee’ 
above ground level. A telephone 
pole with cleats provides a means 
of climbing up to the valve when 
there is no snow. 

“More often than not,” Bil 
says, “when we finally reach a 
trouble spot, correcting the sit- 
uation is simply a matter of re- 
placing a fuse.” 

The son of a pipeliner, Bill go 
his first job as a member of a 
pipe-laying crew in 1932, after 
graduating from high school in 
Cisco, Texas, 

“Pipe-laying is pretty much 
mechanized today,’ he points 
out, “but in those days, we had 
to do the job by hand — and that 
pipe weighed 300 pounds to the 
joint! We used scissor-like tongs 
— four men on each ‘scissor.’ As 
a boll weevil (new man), I always 
got the roughest spots.” 

Bill helped train the Army’s 
first pipeline unit during World 
War II, and he helped lay a spe- 
cial pipeline from Greensboro, 
N.C., to Richmond, Va. This line 
was used to fill about 300 tankers 


destined to supply fuel for the 
invasion of Europe. 

In 1955, he left a pipeline job 
in Baton Rouge, La., to join the 
newly formed SP Pipeline Com- 
pany as Chief Operator at Col- 
ton, Calif. He was in charge 
of SPPL’s Colton, Niland and 
March Air Force Base terminals 
until 1960, when he was ap- 
pointed manager of the Reno- 
Sparks terminal. 

An active civic worker, Bill 
served as president of the Sparks 
Chamber of Commerce during 
the 1963-64 term. He was presi- 
dent of the Sparks Kiwanis Club 
in 1964, and during 1965, he 
served as chairman of a com- 
mittee which organized a Circle 
K Club (a Kiwanis-sponsored 
youth group) at the University 
of Nevada, and as chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of his 
church, 

He is currently chairman of 
the Petroleum and Gas Group 
of Nevada’s Emergency Resources 
Planning Committee. The group’s 
task is to compile information on 
the state’s petroleum and gas re- 
sources and to plan for the emer- 
gency management of these re- 
sources in event of a disaster. Bill 
was appointed to this important 
post by Gov. Grant Sawyer, with 
whom he meets frequently. 

“‘We hope to have the state 
plan completed this month,” he 
says, “after which it will go to 
Washington to be coordinated 
with other state plans.” 

During Bill’s term as Chamber 
of Commerce president, 108 in- 
dustries — some of them carload 


- Shippers — started warehousing 


operations at Sparks. A major 


reason for this growth, he points 
out, is Nevada’s favorable tax 
set-up, under which goods can be 
brought into the state in large 
lots, stored, and redistributed 
without being taxed. 

Bill works closely with the rail- 
road on matters of mutual inter- 
est, often passing on traffic tips, 
and loaning SPPL equipment in 
emergency situations. 

“Railroaders are wonderful 
people,” he says. “I’m proud to 
be part of the same transporta- 
tion ‘family’ as they are.” 

His own family includes his 
wife, Betty; daughters, Lucinda, 
20, and Jane, 19, both of whom 
are studying to be teachers at 
the University of Nevada; and 
three-year-old twins, Art and 
Mark. 

“We're all sold on Nevada,” 
Bill says. “We like living here, 
and we think this state is really 
going to move ahead. We con- 
sider it a privilege to be able to 
participate — even in a small way 
— in that growth.” * 


Calkins Honored 


C.D. Calkins, manager of safety 
and personnel for Pacific Motor 
Trucking Company at San Fran- 
cisco, in cooperation with five 
other trucking officials in Cali- 
fornia, has recently completed a 
valuable booklet which required 
six years to compile. 

The booklet, sponsored by the 
California Trucking Association, 
is entitled, “Qualifications for Cer- 
tification as Director of Safety for 
Motor Vehicle Fleets,” and out- 
lines in detail all requirements 
needed by an applicant to become 
a motor fleet safety administrator. 

This is the first such Certifica- 
tion program to go into effect in 
California. 

Calkins was presented an award 
recently in San Diego for his con- 
tribution to the program.

Sudden slack 
action upset his chair and sent 
him spinning against the metal 
wall of the caboose. Fortunately, 
he was not seriously injured, but 
he was unable to return to work 
for several days. 

Moral: Stay alert! On the aver- 
age, about 19 percent of all injur- 
ies to train, engine and yard em- 
ployes occur during train move- 
ment. 

Superintendent of Safety D. K. 
Miller points out that an even 
higher percentage of injuries to 
employes in these categories oc- 
curred during train movement in » 
the first two months of 1966.
